More than 30 pupils were in the bullding 


mhen the fire was discovered. 


The flames spread with remarkable rap:d- 


ity. 


An alarm was turned in, but before the 


engines arrived it became apparent that 


more than ordinary efforts would have to 


be exerted. 

Immediately after the first aiarm Was 
turned in a general alarm was sounded. 

This was follewed by another general 
alarm, calling every engine in the city. 

The cry of fire resounding through the 
balls of the school buiiing caused thie 
wildest alarm among the students.
